In 1989 there were 11,718 men teach- 
ers in the English speaking provinces 
of Canada, and even then it was felt 
that this number was far too small 
to provide the necessary leadership 
and balance in education, But in 1946 
there were only 11,684 men teachers.

EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 

The time has arrived when plans 
should be made for next  season’s 
crop, and the mild weather which we 
have been enjoying provides an ex- 
cellent oportunity for cleaning seed 
supplies. Seed cleaning work can nut 
only be done more efficiently during 
mild weather, but it can be done with 
much less discomfort. New sieves for 
fanning mills of any type are partic- 
ularly scarce and hard to obtain. 
‘Where sieves or other repair parts 
are required it is advisable to order 
as early as ‘possible, 

It is not possible to state definitely 
the size of sieves which should be 
jused for cleaning) any certain kind 
of grain, on account of the fact 
that all grain varies so widely in size 
of kernel, depending upon the yar- 
fety used and the conditions under 
which it has been grown.Where a good 
selection of sieves is available or 
any given job the proper one to use 
can generally be selected most easily 
by shaking a handful of grain throflgh 
it. The upper sieve is generally uséd 
as a scalper and the perforations in 
it should be of such a size that as 


«| much trash as possible can be svalped 


off without sacrificing any good 
grain, ‘The lower sieve is usually 
used as @ screening sieve, and should 
serve to sereen out small kernels, 
broken gran, and weed seeds The 
wind blast should, of course, be ar- 
ranged to remove the chaff and light 
grain. 

As mentioned previously the size 
of sieve used depends upon tiie size 
and plumpness of the grain. How- 
ever, in cleaning seed of wheat, oats 
barley, or flax that is of fair size and 
reasonably plump, sieves that have 
been found satisfactory in the past 
may be used, 

As seed supplies of some crops aro 
quite scarce this season and there 
is a good export demand, it is highly 
advisable that seed preparation should 
be done early, Cleaning frequently 
reveals the fact that bettcr secd 
should be procured and where this 
is necessary it is advisable to ar- 
range for a better supply while it is 
still available,
